ENGLISH  HAS  NEW  AND 
BETTER  ORGANIZATION 


Nouns,  verbs  and  adjectives,  parts  of  a  typical 
English  course,  right?  Wrong!  Farmington’s  English 
department  has  progressed  from  offering  one-year 
general  EngUsh  courses  to  25  different  one-semester 
courses  that  vary  from  writing  to  reading,  to  speech 
and  mythology. 

The  FHS  student  can  now  become  more 
personally  involved  in  EngUsh,  Students  become 
writers,  critics,  and  actors  while  learning  about  the 
world  of  literature. 

New  worlds  of  interest  are  opened  up  where 
once  only  grammer  and  Uterature  were  offered.  And 
since  classes  are  one  semester  long,  there  is  a  chance 
to  try  many  different  things,  even  for  the  student 
who  doesn’t  wish  to  major  in  EngUsh. 

The  work  loads  are  heavy,  but  it’s  worth  it. 
Both  teachers  and  students  find  the  new  EngUsh 
courses  challenging.  Teachers  stiU  control  the  class 
and  do  most  of  the  teaching,  but  they,  too,  learn  and 
benefit  from  more  class  discussions.  Another 
advantage  of  the  new  EngUsh  program  is  that  it 
involves  more  freedom  for  students;  freedom  not 
only  in  choosing  which  classes  he  will  take,  but 
freedom  in  choosing  how  much  he  will  derive  from 
the  class.  By  participating  in  class  discussions  and 
really  getting  involved  with  the  class,  he  can  acquire  a 
wealth  of  information  or  if  he  doesn’t  care  about 
anything,  he  can  sit  and  watch  the  world  go  by. 
Offered  these  stimulating  courses,  most  students  who 
choose  the  classes  because  they  are  interested,  and 
they  end  up  making  the  class  more  interesting. 
Teachers,  too,  enjoy  teaching  something  that  interests 
them.

To  travel  to  different  countries  without  leaving 
the  building  is  the  main  objective  of  the  Farmington 
High  School  language  department,  for  as  everyone 
knows  the  world  revolves  around  language  arts. 
Farmington  High  School  want  to  promote 
development  of  its  students  by  introducing  them  into 
the  world.  This  school  has  a  fine  academic  tradition. 
As  the  times  progress,  so  does  the  language 
curriculum  at  Farmington  High  School. 

The  four  foreign  languages  now  offered  here  are 
French,  German,  Latin,  and  Spanish.  The  faculty 
varies  the  subject  by  a  study  of  the  people  and 
culture  of  each  country.  This  gives  each  student  the 
total  value  of  that  particular  language  for  him.  Of 
course,  each  department  has  an  active  club  in  which 
students  participate  and  learn  more  about  the 
language  they  are  studying  through  out-of-class 
involvement.  As  a  recent  added  attraction,  advanced 
language  students  go  to  the  library  now  and  listen  to 
tapes  for  some  classes.  For  the  intermediate  and 
beginning  students,  headsets  are  used.  While  giving 
excellent  practice,  they  are  also  worthwhile  by 
applying  the  principles  learned  in  class.  Foreign 
language  classes  are  also  ordering  outside  material, 
such  as  magazines,  papers,  and  books,  to  supplement 
their  textbooks.

The  past  few  years  have  recognized  a  gradual  ;

economics.  The  old-fashioned  generalized  idea  of 
“homemaking”  has  evolved  with  modern  society  into  .j

This  change  is  especially  evident  in  the  nation’s 
schools,  and  the  Farmington  High  School  Home  | 
Economics  program  is  an  ideal  example.  ' 

The  cirriculum  includes  a  choice  of  five 
one-semester  courses,  each  covering  a  specific  subject  | 
in  depth. 

Family  Sociaology  provides  for  the  student  a 
fuller  understanding  of  the  significance  and  role  of  j 
the  American  family  today.  The  many  aspects  and  i 
problems  of  human  relations  between  individuals,  , 
family  members,  and  society  are  studied,  with 
possible  successful  approaches  suggested. 

Child  Development  carries  one  aspect  a  step  ; 
further.  The  physical,  social  emotional,  and 
intellectual  growth  of  the  child  up  to  age  twelve  is 
studied  in  detail.  Means  of  fulfilling  the  child’s  needs 
and  requirements  as  they  become  apparent  are 
proposed. 

Another  phase  of  Home  Economics,  Interior 
Decorating,  provides  a  guider  for  future  purchase  of  a 
home  and  making  the  home  a  desirable  place  in  which  ; 
to  live.  Students  are  taught  methods  of  successfuUy 
combining  styles  and  principles  of  design  for  the 
desired  effect,  while  fitting  their  needs  and  their 
budget  simultaneously. 

As  a  semester  project,  each  student  designs  and 
furnishes  a  model  home,  thus  using  the  knowledge  he 
has  acquired  with  the  expression  of  his  own  ideas.  | 

Advanced  Foods  expands  the  students 
knowledge  of  the  food  industry  and  the  underlying 
aspects  of  food  preparation  for  the  consumer,  as  well 
as  the  cuUinery  arts. 

Advanced  Clothing  also,  provides  a  more 
extensive  insight  into  the  composition,  quality,  and 
care  of  textiles,  as  weU  as  the  techniques  for  personal 
construction  of  garments  and  basis  for  selection  of 
ready-made  ones.

This  year  the  Mathematics  department  offered 
seven  courses.  They  ranged  from  General  Math  to  M. 
I.  A.  (student’s  abbreviation  for  Modern  Introductory 
Analysis).  Students  who  completed  this  course  last 
year  took  an  advanced  class  at  Oakland  Community 
College  with  others  from  North  Farmington. 

Eight  teachers  taught  math  this  year  to  F.H.S. 
students  in  nine  classrooms,  mostly  situated  in  the 
“F”  wing.  These  teachers  were  led  by  the  head  of  the 
department,  Miss  E.  Jackson. 

Some  thirty  students  took  the  Michigan  Math 
Prize  test  this  year.  Students  who  do  well  on  the  test 
take  another  test  that  can  make  them  eligible  for  a 
scholarship. 

During  their  junior  year,  students  take  a 
Refresher  Arithmetic  test.  If  they  fail  to  do  well  they 
must  take  Refresher  Arithmetic  in  their  senior  year. 
This  year  about  sixty  seniors  were  enrolled  in  this 
class.

Racism  to  be  analyzed 


National  Negro  History  week, 
Feb.  8-14,  will  be  recognized  at 
FHS  by  hosting  a  Negro  speaker. 

Mr.  Hayward  Wilson,  a  member 
of  the  New  Detroit  Committee  and 
formerly  a  member  of  CORE  will 
speak  on  Thursday,  Feb.  12. 

Mr.  Wilson  was  obtained 
through  the  Birmingham  Temple’s 
Human  Relations  Program.  It 
is  their  belief  that  white  students 
in  all-white  suburban  communities 
very  seldom  have  an  opportunity 
to  have  contacts  with  successful 
Negro  business  and  professional 
people.  They  have  developed  a 
list  of  Negro  speakers  who  are 
willing  to  come  and  speak  to 
students  in  classes  or  assemblies. 
The  program  is  specifically  geared 
to  the  all-white  suburban  com¬ 
munities. 

The  program  will  be  held  in 
coordination  with  the  American 
Cultural  Social  History  Class. 
The  class  is  part  of  our  new 
social  science  curriculum  which 
deals  with  minority  groups  in 
the  United  States.

The  assembly  will  be  held 
in  the  auditorium.  Due  to  the  cap¬ 
acity  problem  of  the  auditorium, 
only  sixth  hour  social  science 
classes  will  be  allowed  to  hear 
the  speaker.  The  program  will, 
however,  be  video  taped.  Teach¬ 
ers  may  sign  up  to  show  the  tape 
to  their  classes. 

Mr.  Wilson  will  discuss  Black 
Power,  the  urban  crisis,  and  in¬ 
stitutional  racism.  The  format  of 
the  program  will  be  a  brief  speech 
by  Mr.  Wilson  followed  by  a  ques¬ 
tion  and  answer  period. 

The  speaker  is  a  member  of 
the  New  Detroit  Committee  which 
was  organized  in  the  wake  of 
the  July  1967  riots  to  study  the 
cause  of  the  riots  and  to  act  on 
the  current  and  future  problems 
of  Detroit.  He  was  formerly  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  CORE  (Congress  on  Racial 
Equality).  This  is  an  organi¬ 
zation  that  has  used  non-violent 
action  to  oppose  racial  segreg¬ 
ation.  It  sponsored  "Freedom 
Rides’’  and  "Sit-in”  campaigns 
in  an  effort  to  break  down  racial 
segregation  in  the  South.  CORE 
operates  through  local  committees. 


Students  from  the  FHS  vocal 
music  department  are  ready  for 
participation  in  the  District  11  Solo 
Ensemble  Festival.

When  exchange  students  come  to  American  high 
schools  they  must  apply  through  the  American  Field 
Service  or  the  Youth  for  Understanding  Program.  On 
their  application  they  tell  their  reasons  for  wanting  to 
come. 

Most  students  arrive  about  a  week  before  school 
starts.  Students  from  South  America  usually  come 
after  the  end  of  the  first  semester.  The  length  of  the 
students  visit  is  about  1 1  months.  During  this  time 
they  live  with  an  American  family. 

For  an  American  family  to  house  an  exchange 
student,  the  American  student  must  apply  his  family 
through  the  exchange  club. 

When  the  foreign  student  comes  to  America  he 
usually  spends  his  first  half  of  the  visit  getting  used  to 
his  surroundings.  Then  about  after  December, 
speaking  engagements  at  other  schools  are  common. 

Barbo  Heilman,  from  Finland  explains  that  the 
fashions  and  dress  code  are  about  the  same  in  Finland 
and  America.  “At  home  we  don’t  have  any  dress 
codes.  We  wear  what  we  want  to.  We  can  go 
barefooted,  wear  long  hair,  and  swimming  suits  if  we 
want  to.  When  I  was  at  home  some  of  my  friends  had 
maxi  coats  but  I  didn’t  like  them  and  when  I  came 
here  I  found  that  girls  wore  them  here  too,  and  I’ve 
learned  to  like  them.” 

Barbo  says  the  music  is  also  alike.  “The  music  is 
almost  the  same  as  at  home,  but  here  many  people 
would  not  buy  Finnish  records  because  they  wouldn’t 
be  able  to  understand.”
